1, 1951, through June, 1952, was as fol- 
lows:

Annual cost 22,000 copies per month, 
$12,927.41. 

Thus far in this fiscal year, we have 
had 2,463 alumni join the Association 
on an annual dues basis. From an 
operational income basis this repre- 
sents an amount of $12,315.00. It is 
obvious from this figure, that cuts are 
necessary as we plan for the coming 
year.

Active members of the Alumni Associ- 
ation will continue to receive The Alum- 
news each month. Our circulation list 
for the coming year will consist of the 
alumni who are active members of the 
Association for the 1952 Association 
year, plus those who join in subsequent 
months. 

In early September, 1952, we will 
mail dues notices to all alumni. The 
listing of all active members for the 
1952 Association year will be included 
in this mailing. You will be urged -to 
help us cut operational costs by re- 
newing your membership or by joining 
the Association for the 1953 year at your 
earliest convenience. Your cooperation 
in this will help us reduce the bulk of 
subsequent dues mailing. 

Practically all of our operational 
fund from alumni comes through pay- 

ment of the $5.00 annual dues. We 
derive a small income from funds 
deposited on an interest basis. This 
fund is from income received on the 
Life Membership plan. In addition to

the 2,463 annual members, we have 
426 alumni who have fully paid Life 
Membership or who are presently pay- 
ing on their Life Membership. We 
had 126 alumni to pay their 1952 dues 
in advance. Our present total mem- 
bership now stands at 3,015, — 


In spite of our lagging operational 


income, the combined contributions to 
all funds—dues, Life Membership, build- 
ing, scholarship, and miscellaneous re- 
stricted funds—have given us a record 
year in the history of the Association.

Contrary to 
some press reports, the newsmen were 
not mobbed; not a hand was laid on 
them. 


The photographer was asked for his 
plates. The photographer agreed to 
turn over the plates and asked that 
they be given to a local photographer 
where he could pick them up later. 
The reporter was present and was. not 
molested in any way during the entire 
procedings. 

Thus alert and mature student leaders 
were able to place Auburn in the class 
of the exception rather than the rule. 


As a result of this fine display of loyalty 


and school spirit, President Ralph B, 
Draughon spoke to the students in a 
radio address on May 23. Text of the 
president’s address follows: 


RADIO ADDRESS 
By President Draughon

That. we should want 
to experience the feeling that Auburn 
is better, when we leave it than it was 
when we came here, and that each 
individual student had helped to make 
it so.

I have 
good reason to believe that those stu- 
dents now realize what could have 
happened in the situation. | am proud 
of the conduct of our women students 
in all of their activities during the 
year.

AUBURN missed the Southeastern Con- 
ference championship as narrowly in 
track as they did in baseball, but the 
high-flying.cindermen of Wilbur Hut- 
sell ran away with the Georgia AAU 
championship. in Atlanta. 

With the final event in the conference 
meet determining the winner, Auburn 
finished fifth in the relay to place third 
in the SEC behind Alabama and Florida. 
Only one point separated the top four 
teams gojing into the relay. 

Despite the heart-breaking finish,

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Coach Hutsell can be extremely proud 
of his small track squad. Auburn was 
the only team to place four champions 
in the meet—Bill Fickling in the high 
hurdles; Jackie Creel in the 220: Don 
Johnson in the 440, and Jim Dillion 
with the discus. 


Auburn scored 34 points to cop third 
place behind Alabama, 38, and Florida, 
3614. Eight Tigers were in the scoring 
column with Dillion, Creel, Johnson, and 
Fickling accounting for 28% of the 34 


points scored. 


Olympics 


The pair will stop off in Milwaukee on 
the 7th of June for a one-day stand in 
the CCC and then journey on to the 
coast for the NCAA on June 13-14. 


Dillion’s best discus throw of the 
year came in the Southern relays 
when he threw 171 feet, four and one- 
half inches. His best put with the 
shot was 52 feet, 10/2 Inches against 
Alabama in a dual meet. The 225- 
_ pound Ohioian has never been defeat- 
ed in competition with the cincular 
plate in his freshman, sophomore, and 
junior years. 


Johnson tied the all-time Auburn 
record with his 48.8 second 440 in the 
SEC. Co-holder is his ex-Bessemer 
coach and Auburn Olympic performer 
Snitz Snider. 

Freshman Jackie Creel was sched- 
uled to make the trip but conflicting 
schedules in Dothan made the SEC 
220-yard champ call off his plans until 
next year’s NCAA. Creel has run a 
21.2 second 220 several times until this 
spring, and ran 9.8 several times in the 
100-yard dash.

Four first places 


CREEL .finished first in the 220 with 
time of 21.2; he was second in the 100, 
and ran the third leg of the relay for 
nine and one-half points. Dillion placed 
first in the discus with a new SEC 
record of 167 feet, six and one-half 
inches; second in the shot put, and fifth 
in the javelin. for nine points. 

Johnson turned in a 48.8 time in the 
440 for first place, and ran anchor on 
the relay for five and one-fourth points. 
Fickling won the high hurdles in 14.9 
seconds to give Auburn the hurdles 
championship for the sixth consecutive 
year. 

Other points scored were Foots Bauer’s 
third place finish in the discus; Allan 
Parks’ three-way tie for third place in 
the pole vault, and Duncan Bryant and 
Tom, Tate’s one-fourth points each in 
the relay. 


Five champs in AAU 


HUTSELL placed 15 men in the 14 
events at the Georgia AAU meet. He 
had five: champions in Creel in the 100 
and the 220; Dillion in the discus with 
a heave of 167 feet, 10 inches; Fickling, 
with a time of 14.9, in the high hurdles, 
and Johnson’s 49.8 in the 440. 

The season was far better than was 
predicted in March, despite the lack 
of depth for places in dual meets. 
Finishing the dual meet season with 
two wins against two losses, Hutsell 
still holds the record of never finishing 
below .500 in 31 years of coaching 
track at Auburn.

Auburn’s Generals Tour 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: The following article 
about Auburn’s two Marine generals 
was written by Capt. William Earl Cleg- 
horn, °43, former staff writer for The 
Montgomery Advertiser and well-known 
Auburn journalist. Captain Cleghorn is 
in the PIO section of the 8th Army 
in Korea.) 


SOMEWHERE IN KOREA—Auburn 
tradition and United States Marine Corps 
tradition have two things in common— 
that’s the two most spirited combat com- 
manders that Auburn and the Marines 
have produced in the last half century. 

The two—General Holland M. “Howl- 
ing Mad” Smith, ’01, USMC (retired), 
and Lt. Gen. Franklin A. Hart, ’15, US-

Auburn’s two distinguished gradu- 
ates arrived in Tokyo together from 
Iwo Jima where they had visited the 
scene of the Marines historic assault 
and victorious campaign in the closing 
days of World War II. 

General Smith celebrated his 70th 

birthday on Iwo Jima Sunday, April

A Novel on Rural Alabama 


“A NOVEL about the Deep South which 
Southerners are likely to appreciate and 
enjoy as well as anyone else,” describes 
“The Family,” a novel which has been 
written by Caroline Lawson Ivey, ’34. 
The novel presents an excellent. picture 
of the terraced culture of the Deep South 
in a very satisfying manner, 

Written about the area in which the 
author was born and has always lived, 
the locale of the story is a farming com- 
munity near Phenix City, whose name 
she changes to Locus City. Her native 
home is Smiths, Alabama, a small com- 
munity in. Lee County. “The Family” 
is written of the average Southern, not 
the extremes which so many authors 
have dwelt upon. 

The wife of Oliver Turner Ivey, ’26, 
associate professor of history at Au- 
burn, Mrs. Ivey lives on a farm at 
Smiths. Professor Ivey commutes to 
classes in Auburn everyday. During 
World War Il, Mrs. Ivey was left in 
charge of the large farm and she says 
that “farming provided a kind of post 
graduate course in human relations.” 
The book is about Stewart, a young 

Yankee husband, just returned from the 
war to the Alabama home of his bride. 
Here he labors to urfflerstand the atti- 
tudes behind the easy-going gracious- 
ness of a large Southern household that 
is already disturbed by the injection 
of a coarsegrained beauty from town as 
the wife of the only son. Stewart’s 
attempted adjustment to the strange cul- 
ture of the South is the main. theme.
